be overcume by a petition originating from 
the commercial community of the Colony. 
Hence the prayer for the appointment of a 
Royal Commission of Inquiry upon whose 
decision the Colony was content to allow 
the matter to rest ‘The petition has been 
met with uw bland denial. In this instance, 
however, the inhabitants were supported by 
the sympathy and strong recommendations 
of H. 1, the Governor who, in recognition 
of the gain that would acerue to Colonial 
interesls in securing fur the Colony 2 con- 
tinuous road on'the waterfront fur the whole 
breadth of the island, could not surely be 
timindful of Imperial inturests alsu.

t—While the various counteies of the world 
possess a gold standard, China at the present 
day is still without it and yet continues the use 
of silver money. It is not because o her coun- 
tries have no silver. money, but since gold 
began to have a steady valte regulations were 
inade for a fixed ratio between gold and silver. 
China not only has no gold currency but her 
rilver money, even, has no uniform weight or 
appearance, nor has she a fixed ratio of ex- 
change between the two metals, so that, when- 
ever there is need for gold it must be obtained 
at market rates, For this reason people in 
China labour under the difficulty of fluctuating 
rates of exchange at various hours of the day, 


| Moreover, the silver dollars in ise .are limited 


in number, the balance’ of the currency being 
largely made up of silver ingots and Jumps. 
‘These lumps aud ingots of silver are. merely so 
much silver in the mass, and in ‘the barter 
fur goods are such inferior to the silver dullar. 
During the ‘past twenty to thi.ty years 
the output of silver mives hus becn exceedingly 
Rreat’and much more than is needed for use by 
the various countries of the ivorld, and it is 
increasing from year to year so that silver has 
become cheaper and cheaper and the purchase 
price, as compared with gold, gradually less 
and less. Hence it would be much wiser. for 
China to maintain a gold standard instead of 
a silver one as at present, since silver has 
dropped down to such a degree and moreover 
possesses no certain or uniform exchange, even 
within the limits ofa single day, The bun- 
dreds of trades are: disastrously affected by the 
present state of the currency while the Govern- 
ment having to pay its foreign debts in gold, 
both country and people are being plunged 
into the depths of financial distress, ,The con- 
daions pictuted ‘in ‘the foregoing” ‘therefore 
compel one to seek some plun whereby they 
may be ameliorated, and so make it that China, 
while still using a silver currency, shali so fix 
a uniform exchange between silver and gold 
that:there may’ be no danger of uncertain 
fluctuations. ‘With this object in view 1 now 
proceed with my suggestions. 

-2.—If the Chinese Government possessed d 
large quantity of ‘gold this metal might be | 
struck into gold: coins and-then a fixed ex- 
change could be decided: in their relation to 
silver money This, naturally would be an 
easy matter to put into force. But when we 
have no gold and only use a silver and, copper 
currency, it becomes incumbent upon us to 
decide upon some method to bring about a 
fixed ratio of exchange between gold and 
silver, Ifit could be possib:e to do this by 
making only slight changes in the old methads 
of exchange, so much the better, as it would 
obviate the necessity of making the people 
suffer on both accounts. When there is nao 
gold’ and yet it is determined to maintain a 
fixed ratio of exchange between gold and silver, 
it is necessary lo create a silver currency of a 
uniform weight and fineness, and in quantities 
sufficient to mect the needs uf the whole em- 
pire. Todo this a Mint tu strike these coins 
is of paramount importance and’ind spensable. 
The~ Central” Goveroment “must establish—a-}- 
special Mint of its own which shall strike 
all the coins neede! according 10 fixed te- 
gulations -and no brauch- mints “must Le 
permitted to be established elsewhere, As 
for the proposal to ‘start a Government. Bunk, 
while there are, of course, ceftais benefits and 
financial advant yes obtainable from such an 
institution, as a matter of fact such a bank can 
have liltle todo with the making of a fixed 
ratio in the exchange of gold an.! silver. 

3.—lIf it be decided to coin money to supyly 
the curr ney needed for the. whole empire it 
would be advisable to continue to retain the 
terms and weights of. ‘tiel” “mace,” “can- 
dareen ‘and "li" (Liang, Ch‘ien, Fén, Li) us 
the people are accustomed to their use. Bet! 
in minting the uniform currency it will be 
necessary that it should not only be accepted 
cata fixed value throughout the Empire, but be 
also recognised and accepted ata fixed valve in 
exchange for gold in the other countries of the 
‘world.

{ftoo many branch mints be allowed itis to be 
apprehended that the money struck may not be 
of uniform weight or fineness, and so.confusion 
may be caused such as is now prevalent in this 
Euppire and thus infinite trouble and obstiuc- 
tion Lo the reforms suggested may arise. . The 
best way would be select some central spot for 
the construction of one principal Mint which 
shall coin all the currency that may be. needed 
by the provincial goveraments. With ihe 
exception of this principal Mint no other mints 
shall be allowed to be established. All the 
minting machinery now in use in the various 
provinces should be without reserve seut to the 
princip.] Mint in question so that there may be 
no waste of the money expended upon it. Be: 
sides the native workmen, to be employed in 
this Mint there should also be cogaged cer- 
tain foreign experts, namely, one superin- 
tendent, one examiner of silver, one head 
machinist, and one accountant, cach having 
his special department of work, The one-tael 
and five-mace silver coins that are to be struck 
should be made of nine-tenths silver and one-

ment of the present all-important matter, It 
is not a questi m which must be started before, 
it. However, the various Powers all h ve frov- 
ernment [auks and have ‘obtained benefits 
feom their establishment, especially Great 
Britain. When Coina’ therefore has reformed 
her fiscal system, then it will be of advantage 
to also establish a'Government’ Bank, There 
are six objects in starting-a Government Bank: 
{a) To assist the yuthorities to collect and take 
charge of revenue and keep account of if. (b) 
To enable the tollector of revenues to keep 
account nf monies disbursed, etc. (c) To take 
charge ofthe Nationnt debt and to pay. off 
loans,. (d) To take charge of monies, deposited 
by the masses under the. same terms and con- 
ditions ag ordinary mercantile banks. (e) To 
do the same as other banks in investing govern- 
meant and private funds deposited with it. ({) To 
transmit for the Government all funds needed 
wn the provinces and that should be sent abroad. 
Ih: above six clauses are the basis of a bank's 
existence. There is also ‘a further important 
matter to Gonsider in such an institution, and 
that 18 the, necessity of appointing as few 
Officials as possible to such a Baak in order 
not to interfere with the commercial nature of 
the place. Such a Bank having been establishi- 
ed, it will have to work in conjunctiog with the 
Mint. ‘The wint may be even made a depart- 
ment of the Bank, sfsu it would perhaps yreily 
simplify matters. With regard to Bio erik 
ment of branch offices or agencies of the Go 
ernment Bunk, they should be started as the 
need for them arses. Indeed, the present 
Customs Bank in the outports or any substantial 
financial institution may also be selected to 
take up the.duties of such agencies in the usual 
manner like other Bank agencies. : 

The first and most important idea in 
these suggestions is of course the making of 
a fixed rate in the exchange of silver currency 
and gold, ‘The next idea refers to the exten-
